RADIATION NO PROBLEM 
Space Travel Cleared 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Exten­ 
sive reports from an orbiting sat­ 
ellite indicate that the first and 
most intense of the Van Allen 
radiation belts poses no problem 
to manned space travel, the Air 
Force disclosed today. 
Radiation at the center of the 
doughnut-shaped belt is six times 
"hotter" than previously was 
thought, an announcement said, 
but the intensity tapers off rapidly 
and its total area is only half as 
big as was originally thought. 
The Air Force conclusions ap­ 
plied to the so-called "proton” 
radiation belt which centers over 
the equator at altitudes of from 
600 to 300 miles. A second "elec­ 
tron" area of radiation lies at 
higher altitudes. 
The announcement said "an Air 
Force satellite has provided the 
first continuous data on the actual 
size and intensity of the inner 
belt.” 
"Even at the center." it said, 
“it would take nearly a week of 
continuous e x p o s u r e to cause 
death. A space pilot would pass 
through the zone in a matter of 
minutes without harmful effects.” 
The information was relaved 
back to six Air Force tracking 
stations from a 23-pound "Black 
Box” carried aboard a satellite 
identified only as an Agena. 
Agent is the name of the second 
stage of the rocket which has 
placed 26 Discoverer satellites in 
orbit.
